‘midet of ‘piercing winds and became entirely 
chilled; which flung him into a severe cold, 
settled upon bis lunge, and brought on the 
quick consumption, from which he never re- 
covered. He attended a conference and preach- 
ed several times afterwards, but was very fee- 
ble, The last time he prebehed was from the 
following words: There temaineth thetefore 
a rest for the People of God.” After he was 
confined to his bed, he was seked if he would 
have a physician: his anewer was definitely— 
No: if be died he wished to die a natural 
death ; if he lived he should live unto the Lord, 
if he died he should die unto the Lord.” He 
manifested @ great desire to live if it was the 
will ‘of the Lord, thet he might again return to 
Nauvoo and’ see his friends in America. He 
was deprived of his reason during some portion 
of bis sickness; his whole conversation at such 
times was about going to Nauvoo, and how be 
should get there: he often spoke of his mother 
ahd other friends. The night before his drath 
he had bh reason perfectly, and bore a étrong
